Autonomy: ‘No 
real headway’

WASHINGTON, — Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig has returned 
from his second visit to Israel and 
Egypt in two weeks and.has- now 
concluded that there is no realistic 
chance for a breakthrough in the 
dragging Palestinian autonomy 
Negotiations before Israel's final 
withdrawal from Sinai on April 25. 

Haig made this view known lo 
American reporters aboard his air- 
craft on his return to Washington. 

He had sounded considerably 
more optimistic after his first visit 
to Cairo and Jerusalem earlier in 
January. But the wide gap 
Separating the Israeli and Egyptian 
Positions on the remaining stum- 
bingling blocks does not appear to 
have been narrowed significantly. 

As usual, U.S. officials are still 
trying to stress the positive by in- 
sisting that the Sceretary did pull off 
some achievements during ‘his 
\engthy talks with Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak and their 
senior aides. 

Thus, reporters aboard Haig’s

Three terrorists held 
after laying mines

TEL AVIV. — Three Fatah ter- 
rorists who crossed the Jordan 
River into the Jordan Valley 
were caught Saturday, while two 
others managed to escape veross 
the border, Chief of Staff Lieut. - 
Gen. Rafael Eitan told a hastily 
convened press conference here 
Saturday night, 

Fatah is the main group within 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. The incident was discussed il 
Sunday's regular cabinet meeting. 

Tsrael Radio on Saturday quoted 
authorized sources in Jerusalem: as 
saying that Israel regards the in- 
filtration as a serious violation of 
the Lehinese-border cease-fire 
agreement if hid agreed ty lust sum- 
mer. 

The terrorists carried avery large 
amount af explosives — loo much 
fur ihres peuple iam to use — 
which suggeets that trey umtended τὰν 
estiblish contact with fucal sup- 
porters, Filan reported. Some of the 
explosives — Aimerican M-1 nines 
— are part of the Jordanian cmd 
Saudi Arabian arsenal, But katan 
could nat say whether Jordanian 
authorities knew about the squad's 
existence. 

The squad, which had been

Anxiety in U.S. over Mubarak’s policy 


American officials are concerned 
that Egyptian foreign policy may 
take a different course after 
Israel's final withdrawal from

SEVERAL SENIOR officials in the 
Reagan Administration privately 
have expressed concern about re- 
cent statements and decisions made 
in Egypt. 

Their fear, however, has nol been 
(ransiated into any inclination what- 
soever to accept an Israeli refusal Lo 
pull out of the remainder of Sinui in 
April. Barring some unforeseen and 
blatant Egyptian violation of the 
peace ‘treaty, Washington believes 


Israel must honour its withdrawal - 


commitment. Make no mistake 
about, it: backing out of the 
withdrawal would cause a severe 
rupture in.U.S.-[sraeli relations. 
There no denying, however, 
that Influential administration 
figures are disturbed by a possibly 
different course Egyptian President 
Hosni‘ Mubarak's government may 
take dfter April. They have been 
arousdd by several recent develop- 


ments; including the decisions: 


O To uccept renewed Saudi Ara- 
bian grants (o purchase $1 billion 
worth of French-made Mirage jet 
fighters, rather than more U.S.- 
made F-!6s or other American 
planes. The U.S, would have liked 
the business; 

D To invite some 50 Soviet techni- 
cians back to Egypt to help develop 
various industrial projects. This 
decision, coming during the Polish 
crisis, has been a difficult one to un- 
derstand for the fiercely unti-Soviet 
policy-makers of the Reagan ad- 
ministration. “It sends the wrong 
signals lo everyone,” said one U.S. 
official, 

On top of this, administration of- 
ficials have been disappointed by 
the apparent lack of Egyptian in- 
terest in trying lo wrap up Lhe drag: 
ging autonomy negotiations in the 
coming weeks — particularly before 
April.

Egypt expects its strained

YAMIT. — The Movement to Stop

Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon, who was 
then Minister of Agriculture, chose 
the locations and said the settle- 
ments would serve as a buffer zone 
between the two countries. 

The names of the new settlements 
will be chosen by the anti- 
withdrawal movement, although the 
locations will be the same ones 
mentioned in the original plan. 

Meanwhile, another 15 families 
belonging to the Movement Agaitist™ 
Withdrawul in Sinai arrived here 
last week and moved into aban- 
doned apartments, bringing the 
total number of new families in a 
week to 30.

Druckman: I'll continue fight

Jews. 

At the end of his talk, Sharon 
urged the visitors to “forget about 
‘the political aspects of the settle- 
menls and.to judge the issue on 

purely defence grounds, using your 
eyes only." ,

Brothers found guilty 
of killing Beduin MK 


The three sons of Sheikh Jaber 
Muuadi were found guilty last week 
of the murder of Beduin MK 
Hamad Abu Rubia a year ago and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The Jerusalem District Court 
found that Seif Muadi, 24, who con- 
lessed lo the murder in a statement 
that was liter disputed in court, 
fired the fiutal shots and that his two 
brothers, Dahesh, 36, and Ha'el, 22, 
were dccessuries to the murder. 

As suon us the verdict became 
known, hundreds of angry Druse 
rioted outside the courthouse and 
police and security forces, who had 
been standing by in the event of 
trouble. used tear gas to disperse 
the demunst raters. 

Dozens of Druse lenders from 
Israel and the Golan Heights at- 
tended the trial, including Sheikh 
Jaber Mundi, who inherited the 
seat of the murdered man in the las 
Knesset. The two men were on the 
Arab list affiliated 1a the opposition 
Alignment. 

In a confession to the police, Seif 
Mundi had claimed that he curried 
out the murder alone. He said his 
two brothers, who were with him 
when he shot the Beduin MK, had 
not known of his intention. He con- 
fessed lo shooting Hamad Abu 
Ἀβδία because the Beduin MK 
failed to give up his Knesset seat to 
his father under a rotation uprec- 
ment. Seif suid in his confession that 
Abu Rubia had “cheated the Muadi 
family and the entire Druse com- 
munity,” 

The defence argued that the con- 
fession of Seif and statements by his 
brothers had been extracted by 
Pressure and inducements, but the 


sue ruled that they were admissi- 
ble, 

The three judges, Eliahu Noam, 
Ya'ucev Buztk and Moshe Hasson, 
found all three bruthers guilty of 
premeditated murder. They  re- 
jected suggestions that the in- 
vestigalors had used impreper 
methods in extracting the conles- 
sions, Seif Muadi had τὰ πες to 
firing the shots that killed Abu 
Rubia, and his tw brothers had alse 
admitted their involvement. 

Hamad Abu Rabia was shat out 
side the Holyland Hotel in 
Jerusalem un January 12, 1981. 

Magid Abu Rabia, the eldest son 
of the murdered MK, xtid that the 
Negev Beduin were salistied with 
the verdict und that the days al 
blond feuds were over, Beduin rela- 
tions with the Druse would continue 
lo he good, he.suid: there were only 
bad feelings towards the murderers 
thentselves, 

After the verdict was announced, 
Sheikh Jaber Muadi said his sans 
would appeul to the Supreme Court, 
He said that the District Court had 
erred, und he believed they would 
τόσον justice on uppeal. 

But the Druse, wailing oulside 
the courthouse, chanted: “There is 
πὸ justice in Israel,” and went ona 
rampage, throwing bottles, tree 
branches and even the police bar- 
ricades, which had been set up. 

The deputy commander of the 
Jerus:lem Border Police and three 
other policemen were injured in the 
disorders. Two young Druse were 
arrested and released after being 
charged with disorderly behaviour. 
Three of the policemen were later 
discharged from the hospital.

Israel's first test-tube baby is on 
the way: an implanted fertilized 
ovum has “taken” in the womb of a 
30-year-old woman and is apparent- 
ly developing normally. 

The woman, whose ovum was fer- 
tilized by her husband's sperm, is in 
her first month of pregnancy, TV 
news has reported, ; 

The successful implantation took 
place at Sheba Hospital, a hospital 
spokesman said, but refused to 
reveal more details. 

The success rate for such efforts 
in hospitals abroad is about 5 per 
cent, and test-tube babies have been 
born in Britain, the U.S., Australia 
and India. 

Sheba Hospital at Tel Hashomer 
and.the Hadassah University 
Hospital in Jerusalem have been 
locked in a neck-and-neck race 
since Inte 1980 to achieve a first in 
fertilization outside of the womb. 
Both hospitals recently obtained 
permission to go ahead with their 
projects from the Health Ministry's 
committee on medical experiments 
on humans.

Coalition survives no-confidence 
after deféat on Sinai payments

The government jast week 
weathered an Alignment no- 
confidence motion by the narrow 
majority of 55-52. The closeness of 
the vote wus due lo the absence of 
some coalition members abroad. 

The no-coniidence motion came 
aday after the government coalition 
suffered u defeat in the House when 
the plenum adopted an Alignment 
resolution voicing disapproval of 
the government's handling of com- 
Pensatiun for Sinai evacuees. 

Contrury to reports that Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin would 
Nol attend the session at which the 
no-confidence vote was held, he did 
show up, in his wheelchair, and left 
immediutely ufler the vote. 

Following the Alignment’s at- 
tempt to surprise the unprepared 
coalition with a no-confidence vote, 
the Likud is now planning a change 
in the Knesset rules, whereby ἃ no- 
confidence motion would be voted 
upon 48 hours from the time it was 
tabled, instend of the 24 hours 
stipulated by the present rules. 

Likud MK Ehud Olmert ex- 
plained last week that the object of 
the amendment to the rules would 
be to ensure that the opposition 
would ‘not in future exploit ac- 
cidental absences that give it 8 
momentary edge. A 48-hour time 
Simit will not limit the freedom of 
the opposition, and if on any par- 
ticular issue it has a real majority, it 
would still be able to topple the 
government. At the same time, the 
government's survival would not de- 


perid on-whether-a-particutar plane de 


was able to take off on time and br- 
ing an absent MK back to the vote.” 

The cvalition's defeat on the 
Sinai compensation resolution the 
Previous day was made possible by 
the absence abroad of eight coali- 
“ion members. ᾿ 

The resolution, calling for the 
adoption of a law replacing the mas- 
sive compensation agreement for 
the evacuees already approved by 
the government, was adopted by a 
vote of 45-40. It was supported by 


the Alignment, Shinui, Telem, the 
Democratic Front and Hanin Porat 
(Tehiya). 

A coalition draft resolution ap- 
proving the government stand was 
defeated by a vote of 46-42, being 
supported by the coalition factions 
and Tehiya's Porat and Geula 
Cohen (Porat voted for both resolu- 
tions). 

Whether the opposition resolu- 
tion is binding on the government 
was argued in the Knesset corridors 
afler the vole, One view is that 
legully the government may ignore 
it: the other is that the government 
is now bound Lo pass ἡ law, although 
it may draft it as it sees fit. 

The Knesset frequently adopts 
resolutions al the close of u debate 
thal calls on the government to take 
certain action. 


Under the Knesset rules, the 
responsible minister, in such cases, 
is required to report to the Speaker, 
within six months, stating what he 
has done to implement the resolu- 
{lon. 

Since the Sinai withdrawal is to 
take place in three months, the ap- 
Position resolution is unlikely to 
have much practical effect, though 
it undoubtedly is a blow to the 
government's prestige, 


The Alignment's resolution was 
presented at the close of the debate, 
begun last week, on the situation in 
the Yamit area. It called for the 
adoption of a law replacing the 
government's wasteful expenditure 
of public funds with “fair compen- 
sation” for the Sinai evacuees.

stewardship, the Shiloah Centre has 
broadened the base of its public 
support, setting up highly active 
societies of friends in the United 
States, Britain and israel.

THERE HAVE always been small 
pockets of Jews in Eretz Israel. And 
during 2,000 years of exile and mass 
migrations, there has always beena 
trickle of Jews returning to their 
spiritual homeland. Jews have 
always longed for Zion, and made it 
the focus of their prayers and yearn- 
ings. 

But exactly 100 years ago, these 
vague hopes and prayers found ex- 
pression in the emergence of a 
Jewish nationalist movement, which 
grew stronger with each successive 
wave of aliya and culminated in the 
establishment of the State of Israel. 

The year 1881-1882 marked a 
decisive iurning point in the trans- 
formation of a dream into an 
organized mass movement. The 
Jews of Western Europe, who had 
shed many of the traditional forms 
in favour of the assimilation in- 
spired in pnrt by the Enlightenment, 
found themselves rejected on all 
fronts by u vicious and pulpable 
anti-Semitism. The Jews of Eastern 
Europe, who had enjoyed a period 
of relative calm and prosperity dur- 
ing the reign of Alexander 11, reeled 
under ἃ series of savage pogroms, 
suirting in 881 with (he uccession 
we reactionary czar, Alexander 

‘These external events coincided 
with — or perhups inspired — the 
publication of Leon Pinsker's 
nationalist book Auto-Emaneipation 
and the organization of the Bilu 
movement, whose members 
founded the first settlements of the 
First Aliya, 

Four more major waves of im- 
migration followed, each with its 
own unique character and Mavour, 
and each the result of a particulur 
combination of world events. 


TO COMMEMORATE the 100th 
anniversary of the beginning of this 
miraculous mass movement, Beth 
Hatefutsoth (the Diusporu museum 
al Tel Aviv University) has mounted 
an exhibit called “Alinu Artza — A 
Century of Zionist Immigration to 
Eretz Israel."

More than two years of planning 
and research — and the efforts of a 
team of [5 people — were lavished 
on the assembly of this wide-ranging 
and complex exhibition. Masses of 
photographs, letters, press clippings 
and other documentary material 
were collected from all over the 
world. Sources included the Zionist 
Archives in Jerusalem, private 
albums, kibbulz photo collections. 
The crew of Pillar of Fire, the 20- 
part television series on the Zionist 
movement, also made their vast col- 
jection available. 

Having gathered all this material, 
the museum staff and exhibit con- 
sultant Dr. Anita Shapim of Tel 
Aviv University were faced with the 
monumental task of distilling the in- 
tricate story of a 100-ycar process 
into eight main sections, and mak- 
ing a complex slice of history acces- 
sible — and exciting — through 
purely visual means, 

“While all of our exhibitions are 
somewhat complicated, this one 
was fruught with special problems," 
said Duniella Luxembourg, the 
curator of temporary exhibits. 

“First, there was the sheer 
amount of material available. The 
media had reached a high stage of 
development, and Jews were cer- 
tainly news during the past 100 
years — as viclims of pogroms, 
revolutionary leaders, setilers in ἢ 
new lund, foes of the British, objects 
of Nuzi persecution, There was no 
end to the newspaper reports, 
photus and newsreels. 

“Never in the history of the 
muscum have we had so many ‘re- 
jects,’ so much material we just 
couldn't use for reasons of space,” 
she said as we threaded our way 
through a maze of overflowing 
cartons and pictures in the museum 
basement. 


“THEN THERE WAS the problem 

of historical perspective," Luxem- 

bourg went on, “or rather, the lack 

of it. Most of our exhibits deal with 

events and people from other 

places, other times. In:.this case, il

was impossible to achieve any sort 
of distance from the subject, 
because it’s a process which is still 
going on — and because we are part 
of it. 

“This is a very emotional sub- 
ject,” Luxembourg went on. “We 
inherited our culture from these set- 
tlers, and some of them were our 
parents and grandparents. We ail 
felt it was a miracle — and how can 
you be objective about a miracle?” 


DIFFICULT PROBLEMS indeed. 
But a walk through the partially- 
hung exhibits made it clear that the 
problems have been solved ad- 
mirably, The concept behind the ex- 
hibition is immediately clear and 
comprehensible. 

Each of the eight main sections, 
which tell the chronological story of 
successive aliyot, is broken down 
into panels dealing with the major 
social and political events in the 
non-Jewish world of the period; 
their effects on the Jews; the Jewish 
organizations which sprang up in 
response lo these events; und the 
unique chracteristics of each group 
of settlers, their nature and their ac- 
complishments in Eretz Israel. 

Special panels are devoted to 
turning points in the history of 
Zionism: Herzl und the beginning of 
political Zionism, the Balfour 
Declaration; the Holocaust; and the 
declaration of the State of Israel. 

Four slide shows within the ex- 
hibit add a sense of movement to’ 
the otherwise static (but never 
boring) presentation. One show, 
called “Breaking Open the Gates," 
depicts the mass immigration after 
the establishment of the state and is 
flashed onto a huge, two-metre by 
three-metre screen. 

There is, throughout the exhibit, 
a sense of vitality and victory, of ob- 
stacles faced and overcome, of 
tremendous energy and faith and 
courage. But most ofall, there is the 
feeling that history is a continuous 
process, and that you, yourself, here 
in this land, are a part of that

Mainly, he told me shortly before 
his death, the confidential *‘treaty” 
he had with Anne, Otto Frank for- 
bade his daughters fo ask for 
anything unless it was absolutely 
vital, Anne, though she adored her 
father, asked Victor Kugler to buy 
her the weekly ‘Theatre and 
Cjnema”™ magazine. In order to pre- 
vent her being scolded, he brought 
it every week hidden in his coat: 
“She never asked if I had the 
magazine with me, but intently 
checked my coat, Her eyes did the 
talking..." 


One morning, ‘after more than 
two years in hiding and when it was 
clear thal the Allies had the upper 
hand, five Dutch policemen led by a 
German officer came to Kugler’s 
office, and ordered him to join them 
for a “routine search” in the 
building. 

When they finished, the. officer 
stated that.they would continue to 
look for arms, and went straight ‘to 
the bookcase which hid the door to 


the secret annex. He pointed his ~ 


revolver at Kugler’s head and com- 
manded him to go upstairs. The 
brave Dutchman had no choice. 
‘When he entered the first room he 
found only Edith Frank, and uttered 
two words: “The, Geatapo.” 


came in. one by one. All were ab- 
solutely silent, except for Margot, 
: who could not slop weeping. The 
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eight were taken to a concentration 
camp in Hollund, and after u few 
weeks were sent to Auschwitz with 
the very fast “transport” to leave 
Holland. When the Red Army ap- 
proached the camp, Anne and 
Margot were transferred to Bergen- 
Belsen. Ernest Schnable, who wrote 
the moving account "‘In the 
Footsteps of Anne Frank,” inter~ 
viewed a few women who met Anne 
in her last month, She died in 
March 1945, about three months 
before her 16th biethday. It was 
believed that neither the hunger nor 
the typhus killed her, but the death 
of her sister Margot. 

One of the women said: “It was 
frightening to see how easy it was to 
die, for someone who had been left 
ail alone in a concentration camp.” 

Otto Frank was the only member 
of the family to survive. He was in 
the hospital at Auschwitz, which the 
Germans did not manage to 
evacuate when the Russians came. 
When he returned to Amsterdam, 
he received the belongings left in 
the’ hide-out, including Amne’s 
diary. He published it first in'a very 
small edition for friends and 
relatives, Later it became the most 
famous document about the 
destruction of European Jewry. 

’ Almost 35 years after the end of 
the war, Kugler still found it hard to 
describe what had happened. The 
‘eight were caught when it was clear 
Germany was fosing the war, if that

Only a minority 
are troublemakers and then we 
have trouble,” he says. 


IT IS QUITE u different route that 
We travel a few days later, with Dr: 
‘Builey, to visit the el-Kish*har 
family, whose eviction has stirred 
up the current controversy, From 
Beersheba we must gO to Avdat 
evhere a pickup truck is to take us 
crogs the desert, 

The mood is not a happy one. 
That morning Mohammed 
Suleiman ei-Kish’har, father of the 
family, failed in yet another bid to 
obiain a temporary injunction 
against eviction. El-Kish‘har cannot 
understand why most of the other 
Beduin families of the Central 
Negev have obtained such injune- 
lions, while he and a few others 
have not. Bailey says there are 


Comptroller recently cast doubt on 
whether the Patrol worked “within 
the framework of the law." 

Allon Galili, head of the Patrol, 


clearly feels maligned and abused 
by “self-appointed defenders of the 
Beduin, who for their own purposes 
take it upon themselves" to help 
them. He denies that there is any 
special offensive against the Beduin 
and sees the Patrol’s work as 
“protection of the qualily of life in 
the open spaces, just us the police 
Supervise the quality of life in the 
cities.” 

His major opponent, Dr. Yitzhuk 
Bailey, senior lecturer in Middle 
East studies at Tel Aviv University 
and an expert on Beduin poetry, 
says the Patrol’s policy is similar to 
the one curried out in the US. 
against the Indians 100 yeurs ugu. 
Today the Americans see the evil of 
what they did, he says, and 
recognize the rights of the indians. 


IT WAS AGAINST such a 
background of conflict, claim und 
counterclaim that we set out bone 
morning from Beersheba in a green 
Jeep with Gonen Holtzman, a 24- 
year-old Patrol inspector, und Dun 
Zechut, his trainee assistant, on 
what we were told was a typical dui- 
ly round ol activities, 

We were off the paved roud even 
before we left the tawn, heading for 
what ut first appeared to be a rub- 
bish heap. Closer inspection 
reveuled a Beduin dwelling. A black 
Beduin woman emerged from the 
assorted bits of corrugated iron and 
lenting. Hee hushiand was away at 
work. Holzman handed her an 
eviction order through the jeep win- 
alow; neither of them ullempted to 
hide their hostility, 

The fumily, he said, moved three 
years ago into the area which is 
Sluted fer industrial development, 
The Cireen Patrol was ordered to 
get them vut. 

“We'll have trouble with them," 
he muttered as we drove off. Later, 
however, he suid that a long talk 
wilh them might solve the problem 
without foree. 

We churn through the industria! 
waste and packed browa earth on 
the city's periphery (ὁ another en- 
campment, This time we leave the 
jeep and ceremoniously enter the 
lent of Salim Salman of the Azazma 
tribe, 

Holtzman and Salman chat in 
Hebrew us wedrink cup after cup of 
coffee and then tea. The smoke of 
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The Post's Benny Morris and Haim Shapiro wander far off the beaten path in 
an attempt to get some facts behind the claims and counterclaims concerning 
the activities of the controversial Green Patrol. 


the fire drifts out through the open- 
ing of the tent. Here too the ubject 
of the visit is to serve an eviction 
notice; but Holtzman says he will 
arrange for un allernalive site on 
which Salman cun pitch his tent. 

The Beduin works as a farm hand 
and occasional guard at Kibhutz 
Revivim, earning “barely enough to 
feed me and my 10 children.” He 
gives this us one of the reasons he 
has not built a house at Tel Sheva, 
one of the new Beduin settlements. 

Later we visit the area, where 
homes — some of them opulent — 
have been built in what could be a 
suburb or a moshav were it not for 
the fact that there is only desert and 
debris between the buildings. 

“You need money for a house 
and [ don't have it," suys Salman. 
But then he reconsiders. ‘No, | will 
never leave-my tent.” 

“Your children will tive in 
houses," says Holtzman. 

“No,” the Beduin says, “never.” 

During the lengthy talk, with 
Jews and Beduin squatting opposite 
each other on shabby, cloth- 
covered mattresses; Salman's mind 
constintly returns lo a dream, εἰ 
hopeless memory, which he ap- 
Parently cinnot relinquish. 

He was born in 194%, on lund 
which is now the sile of an IDF 
camp south of Beersheba. 

“They kicked us off our 4,000 
dunams, seized it for military use. 
Since then we've hud no real 
home,” he says. He suggests that 
the state should st least compensate 
him — or give him other land. He 
even siys he hus papers to prove 
ownership, 

“Where ure they?" jokes 
Holtzman in a conversation which 
sounds us if it has been repeated 
dozens of times, 

“Under the carth, buried,” says 
Salman, But he makes no attempt to 
tetrieve them, 

His joking tone indicates his 
sense of confusion and perhaps 
hopelessness. [1 is something he 
shares with many of the Negev's 
40,000-45,000 Beduin, caught 
between their ancient nomadic 
ways and the State's need for land 


for the army, for urban develop- 
ment, for settlements. IL is a 
problem that has been aggravated 
hy the peace treaty with Egypt and 
the resulting IDF redeployment in 
the Negev. 

“Everybody plays about with our 
heads, We are told one thing and 
then another, Some people tell us to 
fight for our rights — me for my 
4,000 dunams. But I'll never get it, 
| know that," complains Salman, 

Comments Holtzman: “They are 
led astray by pernicious, money 
mad lawyers and misguided do- 
gooders, so they end up under- 
mining their real interests. They'll 
learn in the end, but only the hard 
way, I'm afraid.” 

Turning to Salman, he says: 
“Israel is u state with laws. If the 
Beduin want they can go to court 
and what the court says is the law." 

“We never win in court,” says 
Salman, looking at us as if to add, 
“It is a Jewish court with Jewish 
law." 


LATER IN THE WEEK we atten- 
ded vourt sessions in Beershebu 
with Bailey, an informal adviser to 
the Negev Beduin, and lawyer Haim 
Rosenzweig. When we asked 
Rosenzweig why he defended the 
Beduin, he smiled: “I certainly 
doesn’t pay." he said. But he had 
been contueted by Bailey's group, 
the Civil Rights Association, and 
then he reulized that there was a 
group of cilizens who were being 
deprived of their rights. 

“Is it worth their while to fight in 
the courts, even if their chances ure 
slim?" we queried, 

“If someone came and look away 
your home, wouldn't you do 
everything you could to try to stop 
them?" he asked. 

Does he see himself as an at- 
torney who defends Arab rights in 
genernt? 7 

“L don't defend terrorists, if that's 
whal you mean," he said sharply. 

During the morning, Rosenzweig 
was lo experience one victory. A 
Beduin who had been convicted of 
stealing sheep on circumstantial 
evidence in the Magistrates Court 


had the conviction overtumed in 
the District Court. The Beduin wus 
satisfied even though the costs of 
the retrial probably came to more 
than the fine, which would be 
returned to him by the court. He 
felt his name had been cleared. 

According to Bailey, despite the 
appearance of justice, the Beduin 
doesn’t have a fair chance in court. 
He isn't aware of his rights: the 
court translators, Jews [rom 
Moslem countries, often don't un- 
derstand his Arabic: and the 
court may not fully understand his 
way of life and his traditions, 


_ Beduin custom, or ignorance of 
il, seems to be a major bone of con- 
tention between the Green Patrol 
and its critics. As we left Salman's 
tent Hollzman remarked that he 
had committed a breach of etiquette 
by parking his jeep in front of the 
entrance to the tent, something he 
told us was equivalent to walking 
into a house without knocking. 

There is no formal course on 
Beduin life for members of the Green 
Patrol. Zechut will ride along with 
Holtzman and other inspectors until 
he is deemed “qualified.” Then he 
will be given his jeep and his “area.” 
Holtzman’s area is the entire Sayeg, 
the zone in which they want all the 
Negev Beduin to settle. {1 is an area, 
he tells us, of over one million 
dunams, and tens of thousands of 
Beduin already live there. 

Holtzman is lanky. He ‘does not 
wear the Green Patrol uniform. 
“I's not necessary," he tells us, 
“everyone knows me.” His shirt, 
however, is unbuttoned to the waist 
to display the ibex symbol of the 
Nature Reserves Authority. 


A pistol is tucked into the waist- 
band of his Jeans. “Everybody car- 
ries a gun in Beersheba, you. have 
to," he Sys. Usually he works 
alone, His job is to know his area 
and report any changes. Before 
becoming an Inspector he took a 
week-long police course; now there 
are occasional days of. special 
courses, ᾿ f 

As we drive along, Holtzman 
us that the Beduin don't koe chai 
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about 60 Beduin families in the 
region, comprising some 350 souls. 

“What do the Beduin have or 
want? It’s so pileously little by our 
lights. A little bit of scrubby land in 
a gully between Iwo rocky hills — 
that is their whole life, their honour, 
their independence. Without it they 
are nothing.” 

He is passionately committed. He 
is “trying lo salvage the little that 
still cun be saved of traditional 
Beduin life and culture. He is writing 
a book about Beduin oral poetry for 
the Cambridge University Press. 

As we drive southwurd he puints 
τὸ ἃ vast fenced-in area. “Somebody 
joined Kibbutz Sde Boker und told 
them he had a way of raising cattle 
if they could keep Beduin livestock 
off, They leased the land and fenced 
it in. Now they're not ruising cutile, 
but the land is still fenced in.” 

Earlier in the day we had sat with 
el-Kish'har and his six-year-old son 
Ismuil in a spartan café outside the 
courthouse, awuiling the verdict. [s- 
mail hid refused to sluy home 
alone. He was afraid, The last lime 
his father left them the Green Patrol 
came and evicted the fumily. 

ΕἸ Kish'har smiled nervously as 
he awaited the verdict. When it 
same, he was shocked. Explana- 
tions from the lawyer that it was "a 
different judge” from the one who 
granted injunctions to other Beduin 


’ families in the Central Negev failed 


to convince him. 

It was also a point of honour. He 
had been discriminated against for 
no earthly reason, set apart from the 
bulk of his people. And he was 
vulnerable, with no defence against 
the whims of the Green Patrol who 
could take him away and dump him, 
his family and his possessions on 
what to him would be an alien patch 
of soil far away to the north. 

.Angry and bewildered, he 
threatened blindly to apply το the 
International Red Ctoss to help him 
move to Egypt or Jordan. 3 

Bailey remarks later that there is 
little chance of this, In fact, e+ 
Kish*har served the army on 
numerous occasions; his al- 
legiance is to Israel and there is lil- 
tle chance he would actually go toa 
neighbouring country, ἣ - 

“Let them tell us what we have 
done wrong,"* el-Kish*har

buy good children's books in Israel 
are, it is true, an enthusiastic com- 
munity, but they are relatively small 
in number.

One important solution le this 
problem is the cheaply produced 
book published by the Ministry of 
Education.

important place in the catalogue. 
One facet of Israel's history reftec- 
ted in encyclopedic works is the 
history of the land as it is being 
revealed by modern urcheological 
research. The Encyclopedia of 
Archaealogical Excavations in the 
Holy Land has been published in 
both Hebrew and English versions. 
The Hebrew set was published in 
{wo volumes (1970) by the Israel Ex- 
Ploration Society and Mussada, 
Ltd., with the chief editor Prof. B. 
Mazar. The English set published by 
Massada Press, Jerusalem, und the 
TES had Prof. M. Avi-Yonah as 
vhief editor, Volume | was a co- 
production of Massada Press, IES, 
sind Oxford University Press (1975). 
Vulume 2 was published (1970) in 
the United States by Prentice Hall 
in conjunction with the others men- 
tioned, but volumes 3 and 4 were 
published (1977-78) by Massuda 
Press and the ES, This is an 
alphuheticul listing of archeological 
wns and a discussion by 
period of the various finds. There 
were aver 200 vontrihutors and the 
set is richly illustrated with ubout 2,- 
000 photogriphs, maps, and 
cliagrams. 

Greul interest has been shawn by 
the reading public in the history, 
geogruphy, and topography of the 
Land of Israel. Various geogruphic 
envyclopedias have been produced 
tu dead with this subject, One of the 
most useful when it first appeared 
wus the four-valume work by [δα] ἢ 
Press, 4 Topographical-Historical En- 
evelupedia af Palestine, published by 
Reuhen Mass Jerusalem (1946.

YEHUDIT RAVITZ sat very 
straight, like 8 dancer, on the 
daybed of her North Tel Aviv flat, 
feel tapping out the rhythm running 
through her head. Not that the half- 
Polish, half-Egyplian singer/com- 
poser was about to burst forth in 
song, or give birth to a new tune. 
Ravitz can’t remember a moment 
when her two big toes weren't in 
motion, or her thoughts weren't ac- 
companied by background music, 

“Sometimes I'd like a little 
quiet," sighed the 25-year-old high 
school drop-out who has recorded 
five albums and added at least a 
dozen top-notch tunes tothe 
national hit parade since com- 
pleting her army service. 

A whiz kid of sorts, Ravitz began 
writing music at 13, accompanying 
herself on the guitar which, like the 
piano, she plays by ear. To this day 
she can’t read music. Whenever a 
new melody pops into her head, she 
captures its essence by humming 
into the small lape-recorder she car- 
ries in her_purse. Her training was 
limited to the 
parents played on their hi-fi, and the 
Beatles and other rock-'n-roll songs 
her older brother listened to on the 
radio. But everyone recognized car- 
ly that music was her forte and 
when she quit her Beersheba schoo} 
midway through the 12th grade, it 
was with the blessing of her family 
and her teachers. 


Unlike many I[sraeli singing stars, 
Ruvitz got neither good training nor 
much public exposure during her 
three-year stint in one of the army 
entertainment troupes. “It was just 
another lesson in living.” she says. 
But once, while hitchhiking home, 
she composed i melody for Shrikar 
Havam (“Silent Sen"). And towards 
the end of her service she recorded 
ἃ song that caught the altention of 
Arik Einstein, who gave her a job 
backing his first Good Old Eretz 
Yisrael ulburh. © * kak ά 

“When [ arrived at the recording 
studio [ also found Shemtov Levy, 
who later organized Keshel,” she 
says. “Commercially we were 8 
failure, but the group represented 
my first good musical experience.”

my song. For the first lime. 
whenever | turned on the radio, | 
heard my voice, no matter which 
channel. It was 4 very pleusunt ex- 
perience.” 


A MUSICAL romance began with 
Matti Caspi, leading to her par- 
ticipation in his Bruzslian song 
show, drerz Fropi Yufa Although he 
is no longer a mayor influence in her 
career, he is still a close Iriend and 
much respected, us is Yoni Rechter 
with whom she teamed up next. 
Later she took a break, spend- 
ing ἃ month and a half in the 
U.S. “just listening to music," and 
then two years giving over 200 
shows in kibbutzim, development 
towns und small clubs, playing her 
guitar for an hour and a half. 


“My father died, so it was a very 
difficult time for me," recalls 
Ravilz, who wrote the popular 
“Good Word" about then. “I just 
wanted to be alone.” She emerged 
from the mood with her current 
show, consisting of 20 songs, among 
them her all-time favourites: “Little 
Songs,” “Song With No Name," 
“Good Word,” and “All Right 
Now.” She also sings those hits her 
fans love most: “Four A.M.," 
“Reflections” and “Ein Gedi." 

Ravitz has now been in Tel Aviv 
for eight years. She has acquired 
two cats and a few good friends, She 
remains closest to her producer, 
Ya'acov Gilad. who has been a part 
of her life since the army. It is Gilad 
who most often writes the lyrics to 
her music. 4 

“L hear music in my head, not 
words,” she says, “I can’t say thut 
the music represents any particular 
lecling, like love or loneliness, but 
there is always a story or thought 

Ihehind what comes out. 1 tell 
Yu'acoy what was in my head at the 
lime and he manages to put it into 
words — adding, of course, 
whatever he has in his own mind. 

We share so many experiences thitt 

he has an exceptional ability for ex- 

pressing exactly whal 1 feel.” 

Locally, Ravitz is influenced 
musically by Shalom Hanoch, Her 
foreign inspirition at the moment is 
Joan Armatrading. an 
Englishwoman living in the U.S. 
who writes her own rock-'n-roil, us 
well as Joni Mitchel, Stevie Wonder 
und “even now™ the Beatles. Her 
“As to Waters" has just been 
recorded by a well-known Spanish 
group and is already on the Euro- 
pean hit parade, ἃ milestone in her 
career financially. 

“’m not making anything with 
what I'm duing now, because | don't 
du shows for money under the table 
or tea commercials. And even that 
doesn't make Israeli singers rich. 
Poor Arik Einstein is over 40 and 
still doesn’t own a house." 

Despite the popularity of her cur- 
tent show, and the success CBS his 
had selling her three one-woman 
records ( Yehudit Ravitz, Covered and 
Discovered and Sixteenth Lamb — a 
collection of children’s songs}, 
Ravitz is far from rich. The rented 


apartment she shares with another 
wonian is furnished with odds and 
ends and a great number of plants. 
Even the throw-rugs and pillows 
don’t match, The couch, which is 
covered with a piece of tapestry, isa 
director's chair. The piano bench is 
covered with an Indian mirror 
cloth. The only expensive item in 
the living room is her stereo. 

Now, in the hope of improving 
her income as well as contributing 
to the local world of music, she is 
also working as director of Ben- 
zine, a new Haifa-based group. 
For the last three months she has 
devoted almost 15 hours a day to 
the four musicians, who have just 
conipleted recording their tirst 
album, produced by Gilad and CBS. 
She is also busy writing music for ἃ 
new Isrueli film — “a difficult but 
interesting ‘experience, which in- 
volves me with ἃ different aspect of 
music altogether.” 


PROFESSIONALLY, Ravilz has 
matured considerably since her tirst 
stage appearance at 19. Always ἢ 
workaholic, she now puts 
everything she his into each pertor- 
mince — a tribute to her stay in 
America, where she saw singers 
“doing euch show as if it were their 
lust."’ She has abandoned dresses 
for the clothes she is most comfor- 
table in, usually a soft blouse, sim- 
ple pants and sneakers, Her com- 
positions get better and beter, 

In her personal lite she is still 
“Lite Yehadit’ whose mother 
makes her soup when she is sick and 
vomforts her hy phane when she is 
ina bad moad. Despue her meray 
ing popularity and eriical success, 
Ravily remains an introvert. se 
private thal she deseribes groups 
larger than (hree as a crowd, and 
painfully self-conscious. She shuns 
the timelight and rarely goes out — 
the exception being opening mghts 
of very close trends. te. 

“On stage iCs different, though,” 
she admits. “Tm the queen up 
there, | feel geod. I get great, 
satisfaction [rom my music, from 
being uble to support myself, and 
from the rapport | feel with my 
audience. Only when ['m per- 
forming do | feel like a healthy and 
sane person.” 


TO AN ARTISTIC institution in its 
natural quest for an audience, 
Northern Israel may well seem a 
land of opportunity. Indeed, the 
culture-consciousness among the 
inhabitants of its picturesque towns 
and thriving settlements is often 
remarkably high, and their 
remoteness from big cities enhances 
the yearning for a live artistic ex- 
perience. 

_The Israel Philharmonic and 
ChamberOr: s i 
Tel Aviv, cater to the needs of the 
‘North’ mainly by bringing their 
Programmes to Haifa.

U.S. decision to use its own ships hits 
Israel fleet, puts up grain transport costs

HAI FA, — The U.S. government's 
decision to use American ships to 
carry half the grain it sells Israel un- 
der its foreign aid scheme is causing 
grave concern to shipping com- 
panies here. 

The move will cost Israel an extra 
335 million in cargo charges during 
the year. In addition, it will cause 
serious employment problems and 
losses to the shipping companies, 
The derusaiem Post has learned. 

Isracl imports ubout two million 
lons of grain annually, largely from 
the U.S. Only about 200,000 tons 
come from Canada. Under long- 
term contracts the Industry and 
Trade Ministry, which handies the 
imports, pays the Zim, El-¥am and 
Aaron Rosenfeld companies $24.70 
per ton for freight. 

The American ships, on the other 
hand, charge $60 and more per ion. 
Their rales ure sct by the Federal 
Murilime Commission to cover the 


Bacteria detective on

A_YOUNG scientist had the choice 
of secking a professorship or 
creating an industry, He chose the 
latter, though he did not own apen- 
ay.

It is late and we must return 
home, but el-Kish*har, suddenly 
aware of his obligations to his 
guests, insists that we stay for a 
meal. finally he agrees to let us go 
after we have coffee. We go along 
to the tent for the coffee. The 
women remain at the cave, but a 
few of the children come with us. 

In the growing darkness we can 
see the lights of the Nafha security 
prison near Mitzpe Ramon, the orily 
discernible sign of “civilization.” 


PERHAPS the strangest dispute 
concerns the alleged harm caused 
by the grazing of the Beduins' black 
goat. The State Comptroller has 
stuted categorically that “The in- 
crease of black goats harms the 
vegelation covering the land and 
causes destruction and erosion to. 
the land." : τὰ 
Bul in aw letter to The Jerusalen 
Post in 1978, three noted ecologists 
— Prof. Michael Evengri and Prof. 
{manuel Noy-Meir of the Hebrew 
University department of botany, 
and ‘Prof. Ze'ev Naveh of the 
agricultural engineering faculty of 
the Technion — argued the case for 
the black goat and noted that “our 


ecosystems, from desert to forest, ἡ 


are well ‘adapted to goat grazing 
within certain limits.” ¥ 

There is overgrazing, says the let- 
ter, in Judea and' Samaria and 
around’ Beersheba. There is no 
significant overgrazing in'the Negev 
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highlands (i.e. the Central Negev). 

In an interview with Tie Past. 
Prof. Evenari, who is known for his 
experimental farms which use 
Nabatean water systems, explained 
that in 1950 he indeed believed that 
the black goat was harmful to 
agriculture. But subsequent 
‘research has shown that, with 
restrictions, it is not destructive of 
desert vegetation, rather the op- 
posite. Now, he said, the black goat 
is used as an excuse to clear the 
Negev Beduin out of the area 
roughly south of Beersheba. 

According to Professor Evenari, 
the Nature Reserves Authority is 
hounding the Beduin when it should 
be regarding him as a part of nature, 
as part and parcel of whal it was set 
up to protect, 


BOTH EVENARI and Bailey say 
there is a plan for the Beduin of the 
‘Central Negev which the Beduin 
are willing to accept, [t would limit 
the number of sheep and goats and 
define the areas in which they 
would be permitted to move. 
Bailey adds that the bitterness 
generated by the actions agains! the 
Central Negev Beduin could not 
only deprive the [DF of a source of 
experienced trackers and agents, 
but push’ their youngsters towards 
Arab nationalism and Palestinian

Treasury alchemy 


A BUDGET is supposed to be the translation of governmental policy 
in all areas into financial terms, [1 is also supposed Lo be a legally bin- 
ding framework which the executive cannot breach. The IS475b. 
budget tubled in the cabinet yesterday is neither one nor the other. 

ΑΒ presented, it compares the 1982 budget with the planned expen- 
diture of fiscal 1981, although it is already officially admitted that 
fiscal 1981 will not end without a supplementary budget of some 

I840b., representing an increase of 20 per cent over the original 
budget. 

Without this supplementary budget it is clearly impossible to learn 

from the 1982 budget which items of expenditure have been in- 
creased in real terms and which cut down, or whether the total is 
bigner or smuller than in the current fiscal year. In other words, it is 
impossible (o know what government policy is, and what impact this 
budge! will have on the economy, 
__ AU a press conference following yesterday's cubinct meeting, 
Treasury director-general Prof. Ezra Sadan candidly admitted that 
such ἃ pre ation of the budget “created difficulties" for the abser- 
ver und critic. He claimed, however, that the Treasury already knew 
what the actual expenditure in fiscal 1981 would be, and thal the 
ministers concerned Knew how much their ministries would have 
spent hy the end of the outguing fiscal year und how this compared 
with their allocations for 1982, 

What this argument boiled down to was that the public, the 
Knesset, and the government itself as a body, were being asked to 
take the Treasury's statements on trust, Hilo meant that. while each 
minister might be uble to compare his own real budget for the coming 
year with his actual expenditure now, he was inno posilion to judge 
the budgets of his collengues, let alone discuss the nationul Priorities 
ἂν they should he expressed in the budget, 

As ed, the hudgel, therefore, makes a mockery of the 
de iking process in the government. [{ spells autoerntic 
decision-making by the finance minister and a handful of Lop aides, 11 
emplies the collective responsibility of the government of all content, 
and denies the uppusition the information needed to propose alter- 
native 

Moreover, judging by the manner in which the finance minister has 
exceeded the allocations for 1981, the field is now wide open for the 
expenditure of any amount Mr, Aridor muy see fit to spend, whether 
direelly from the Treasury's coffers or through extru-budgetary 
minipulutions, The commercial banking system has already umply 
demonstrated that it is willing and able (o assume the governoient's 
spending outside the budget — for a fee. 

Nor dues the stury end there. Inu country in which the budget 
equals the gross nutional product it is hurdly necessary [0 substun- 
τις the statement thal the budget delermines economy's perfor- 
mance. [lowever, from the draft budget presented yesterday it is im- 
possible to learn even how the Treasury expects the economy to per- 
farm as a consequence of its plan of expenditure, 

Such forecasts as can be elicited from the Treasury's top echelon 
ure lille more thin pivus hupes, The public is asked to trust in the 
Treasury's mitnipulative skills. 

The little that cun be learned from this budget is that the Treasury 
will in 1982 try tw square the circle, Having banked on mussive sub- 
sidies lv repress inflation — an endeavour that has been predictably 
successful — the budget now reverses course. The subsidies ure to be 
cut sharply, but the forecast is that inflation will continue to slow 
down. Subsidies, in other words, ure supposed to be ἃ one-way slreet, 
They bring inflation down — but when eliminuted, they do not push 
it up again. 

The government's excess demand and ils money printing will, in 
spite of the cutback on subsidies, incrense by ἃ hefty 25 per cent in 
real terms, und the value udded tax will be raised. That, too, will not 
do anything to inflation, if the Treasury's top officials ure to be 
believed. In addition, the gross national product will grow by a 
healthy 5. per cent, unemployment will not rise, the balance of pay- 
ments will not deteriorate, Somebody in the Treasury must have dis- 
covered the philosopher's stone to accomplish all these. 

When asked for explanutions, the Treasury officials explain with 
admirable candour that they do not quite know how the inflationary 
process works. 

However, thal leaves the nagging question on what, if nol on 
knowledge and understanding, Treasury officials base their deci- 
sions, which they then impose on the government and the public...

Who's on the spot? 


WHAT SHOULD Israel's attitude be tu the participation of Palesti- 
nian representatives in the charting of a Pulestinian future? 


This, essentiully, is the question posed by a number of statements 
mide aver the past few days, notably by the PLO's Dr. Issam Surtawi 
and by Bethtehem’s Mayor Elias Freiy. The furmer called for the 
renewal of conticts belween the PLO and “the peace camp in Israel" 
and the latter reportedly for the PLO's recognition of Israel so that it 
could “challenge it and the U.S. on peace.” 


Although it may seem an unwanted, and deliberate, hot potato 
hurled at Israel with (he sole purpose of embarrassing it, the question 
has, on the face of it, a ready official answer. In the Camp David ac- 
cord, which is more often invoked these days than actually read, this 
country is committed to the participation of “representatives of the 
Palestinian people,” along with Egypt, Israel and Jordan, in “negoliu- 
lions on the resolution of the Palestinian problem in all its aspects." 


The Palestiniuns, even those of Mr. Freij's stripe, would only join 
the τα] κα if they could derive from Camp David's acknowledgement 
of “the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people and their just re- 
quirements” 4 plea for a Palestiniun state us ἃ cornerstone of final 
settlement in the West Bank and Guza. 


Israel's own reading, us Premier Begin has made amply clear, is 
thal those “legitimate rights and just requirements” must be satisfied 
within u permanent autonomy regime under permanent Israeli

Squeezing TV 
and radio 


THREE YEARS ago Yosef Lapid, 
a Ma‘ariy editor, was brought in as 
director-general of the Broad. 
casting Authority in the hope, 
barely voncealed at the time, that 
he would muke the state rudio and 
lelevision sufe for the Likud 
government. 

_Mr. Lapid has not been a total 
disappeiniment to his original 
patrons. Under his tutelage 
tsrucl's broudeusting services have 
lost a great deal of the zeal for in- 
vesligilive reporting and indepen- 
dent thinking that had come to 
characterize them in the waning 
days of the Alignment’s rule. 
These days, when the prime 
minister snaps his finger at what 
he finds ty be un offensive news- 
ilem, off the air it gues by direct 
orders of Mr. Lapid. 

Yet the director-peneral, to give 
him credit, has not fulfilled all the 
hopes pinned on him. He is paten- 
Uy 51}} too much the journalist to 
allow the state media to turn into 
mere handmuidens of the pawers- 
thit-be. 

While he has had his shure of 
rows with fraglious subordinates 
— his director of television has 
Just walked out on him in protest 
ever the cramping of his own 
authorily —- Mr. Lapid has sought 
lo protect his stuff, chat much 
maligned “maifa™ of ulleged 
leltwingers. fram official 
vengefulness. He would not. ina 
word. permit the complete sup- 
pression of Broadvasting House's 
lawful autonomy. 

Thus it happened that on the 
sume dus this week when the 
Knesset debated an Alignment 
motion to deplore the govern- 
Ment’s interference with the run- 
ning of radio und television, Mr. 
Lapid himself was complaining of 
Hin an appearance before the 
Knesset Finanee Committee. 

Mr. Lapid told the comumittee 
that the Treasury would 
sometimes inquire from the 
authority why it needed money 
and, when told that the money was 
for certain spevifie programmes, 
would meddle in their content and 
even suggest that other, chenper 
Programmes be produced instead.. 


The same passion for official in- 
lerference in mutters of content 
tends to explain what might 
otherwise have scemed a dispute 
over strictly financial policy: the 
Treasury's decision to..‘‘punish” 
the authority for its plan to hike 
the licence fees beyond the 
measure of inflation, by denying it 
the due budgetary allocations. 
The Tredsury's reason for its a¢- 
tion must tie in the authority's 
Very purpose: to reduce as much 
BS possible its dependence on the 
Treasury, 


Finance Minister Aridor will 
Not, of course, concede that what 
he is.after is to bring radio and 
television to heel. Nor will the 
other crilics in the government. 
They are, so they contend, merely 
seeking to assure that the state 
media are not acting against the 
State's interests, by being con- 
sistently anti-government. But HS 
Chaim Herzog observed in the 
Knesset debate, when the prime 
minister says that stale television 
Need not be anti-government, he 
reully means that it should be pfo- 
government. ;

BRINK OF THE ABYSS

Sir, — Many of us are watching in 
agony as Israel appears to be walk- 
ing with hypnotic passivity into (he 
Sadat-Mubarak death-trap. That 
agony was intensified on December 
29, when the 7 a.m. BBC radio news 
reported the opinion of a leading 
Jerusalem Post correspondent that 
“Begin, being an honourable man,” 
will complete the Sinai withdrawal 
by April 26. Does “honour™ require 
national suicide? 

No — for several reasons. 

First, Mr. Begin himself warned 
that he would be released from his 
commitment over Sinai should 
Egypt fail to fulfil its part of the 
bargain. But Egypt has failed 
already. As recently pointed out in 
your letter column by Mr. 
Mehiman, “where is the trade, the 
two-way tourism, the exchanges οἱ 
culture, science, students and idens 
that Camp David was to have 


brought-to-the-banquettable?’____. 


Secondly, Mr. Begin's promise to 
quil Sinai was made without the 
knowledge of his cubinet, without 
reference to his specialist advisers 
on its mililary, strategic and 
economic implications, and with the 
knowledge of only one person — 


the late Moshe Dayan (see Shmuel 
Katz, The Hollow Peace, p.195). 
If an individual makes a foolish 
promise, he is arguably bound to 
keep it if he himself is the only suf- 
ferer. But when a whole nation is to 
sulfer extinction, the situation is 
quite different, and the potential 
victims are not obligated to become 
their own execulioners. It is a mat- 
ter of opinion whether the subse- 
quent ratification of the PM’s 
promise increased its binding force 
morally. 


Thirdly, making a foolish and evil 
promise is bad — keeping it is 
worse. 

Israel is neuring the brink of an 
abyss. To step fatalistically over the 
brink would bring certain, ir- 
remediable and fatal disaster — the 
greatest suffered since the Romans 
crushed the Bar-Kochba rising. Can 
friends of Isracl not hope, even at 
this lite hour, for an explosion of 
fury fram an awakened people and 
Knesset that will save the nation 
from this madness?
